It 
is to be hoped that the cordial‘co-operation 
that haa been established during Governor 
Des Veoux’s administration between tho 
Hongkong Government and the Chineso 
provincial nuthorities in the repression of 


ctime will long continue.

THE LOSS OF THE HOLME EDEN. 


The N..0° Daily News of 27th April 
gives the following description of tho loss 
of the Holme Eden :—-On Saturday mor. 
ning at 10 o'clock information was received 
in Shanghai that tho British ateamer Holme 
Hiden, owned by Messra Angier Bros., of 
London, had b-en wrecked on her way op 
to Shanghai. She left Hongkong on the 
19th inetant, and on Thursday morning at 
half-paat three o’clock she went hroadaide 
on the S.E. side of one of the Lencoppa 
rocks, There was a thick fog at the time 
and the engines were in consoquence going 
at a reduced speed, bat the Concussion was 
uevertheless sv severe that the bottom of 
the vessel was ripped up by the sharp 
tooks, In less than two minutes after she 
struck, the water rushed in and put the 
fires out, aod in less than half an hour, the 
engine room and the after part of the vessel 
were full of water, The vessel had struck 
ot 9 narrow ledge of rock,.vn which she 
tested, the port side of the vessel touching 
the rok ‘above.: water, -while.on the stor- 
board sido tho: walor was tor fathonia’ deep 
amidsbips, and the vessel was submerged 
from the chart roqm to aft, As soon asthe 
accident happencd, Captain Prentice gave 
orders to lower tha two life boats, but to. 
get: the starboard boat into the water it had 
to ba shifted scross the deck and launched 
on the port side. This operation and 
victualling the boats took about half on 
hour and then tho crew of 26 all, told left. 

e vessel, Without having bud tine to save 
anything. Indeed some of the men were 
not fully dressed and afterwards suffered 
& good deal from cold and exposure in the 
bouts, as thero was a frosh breeze blowing 
and the men were continually drenched by 
the water dashing into tha boat, which 
necessitated constant baling, Two Arab 
firemen who were shipped at en suffered 
wore than the reat from the cold weather t> 
which thoy were unaccustomed. In one 
boat were tho captain and thirtaen men, and 
the mate and remainder of.the crew in the 
other. After the boats left the vessel they 
stood by her some time, in the hope thut 
she would remain firm on the rock so that 
they could go on board again, but there wag 
@ heavy awell on, and the vesse) gradually 
listed over to port, so that in-about au hour 
from the time they had left her, she had 
heeled over something. like 48 dogroca to 
port. Under thess circumstances, and sce- 
Ing that the cargo waa beginning to wash 
out, the captain gave orders to make sail 
tor Gustaf. The boats kept together till, 
about 11 p.m. on Thuraday, when they lont 
sight of enoh other, 

‘The mate’s boat was picked up, by the 
Blue Fannel steamer Myrmidon at middey, 
on Friday, after the mon bad been 33 hoi 
in the buat, and they wore brought to 
Shanghai dn Saturday afternoon. The c: 
tain wae not so fortunate, and it was not till 
he had been fifty hours: in his boat that 
he was picked up by the Chinese gunboat 
Chaowo, Thiag gunboat had on board a 
mandarin, ané¢ as the-weather had been 
rough the ‘captain had run for shelter on 
Friday night and anchored, but soon ufter 
she got under way..

EMIGRATION FROM -CHINA. 


At the last meeting of the Netherlands 
Geographical Seoiety, nt Amsterdam, Dr 
- J. M. de Groot delivered a lecture dea- 
ling with that part of Ohina wheuca emizra- 
i Sévanic countrics takes plach, 
as well as with the causes of this emigra- 
tion, Tho sphere cumprises the southern 
half of Fookien and the eastern part of 
Kwangtung, two river basins sharply de. 
fined by nature, and surrounded by moun- 
tain choins, which latter also form the 
frontier towards the remainder of China. 
It has hitherto beon suyposed thnt density 
of population was the immediate and chief 
cause of Uhinene emigration ; this according 
to Dr de Groot, ‘is erroneous, while tho 
assertion, frequently made, th: 
is in a high state of perfectiott in those 1wo 
provinces ja devoid of foundation. The 
territory whence emigration proceeds isan 
uninterropted mountainous country, of 
gtauite formation, ‘which prevails ohiefly 
uloug the coast. ‘The hard soil cau only be 
tendored productive by constant cnltiva. 
tion, and, the want of water being general, 
bad harvests ,are chronic, -If the popu- 
Intion had not, in ap unpardonable manner, 
destroyed all the .foreata, those two pros 
vinces would be among the most beautiful 
and. most fertile of all Ohina, As it is, 
the life of the Chiness cultivator of the 
soil ia tho moat dismal imaginablo, as tornas 
does frequently destroy. the scanty fruits of 
‘is toil. The continued disaffurestation 
hua driven the population into the interidr 
of the country or caused it to emigrate, and 
agrioulture is gradually dying out, immense 
tracts of country lying fallow. It follows, 
as @ matter of course, that the condition of 
tho population is far from prosperous, La-
